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Money  Problems,  Healthy  Chicks,  and  Negro  Farm  Progress 
To  Be  Featured  on  Land-Grant  College  Radio  Program 

for  April  20 


Many  money  problems  confront  the  farm  woman,  to  be  sure,  but  Mrs.  Dora 
Saunders  of  Virginia  found  that  with  the  help  of  the  home  demonstration  agent  she 
could  do  sometning  a'-^out  them.    Three  "live-at-home"  activities  have  kept  her 
family's  living  expenses  down  and  have  brought  in  enough  cash  to  pay  last  year's 
taxes  on  the  farm.     On  the  April  20  Land-Grant  College  Radio  Program  she  will  tell 
how  she  solved  some  of  her  money  problems.   ....

Vihfjn  I  ras  adcfcd  to  tell  v/hat  keeping  accounts  Imd  meant  to  me  and  my  family,  I 
tho^ught . "back  over  the  eleven  years  that  I  hkve  "been  a  homemaI':erc'    These  years  have 
"been  spent  on  a  dairy  and  po"ultry  farm  of  two  himdred  acres.     This  land  has  "been  in 
onr  family  for  ten  generations. 

In  keeping  household  accouits  I  have  "been  guided  "by  the  sioggestions ' of  "the 
Rhode  Island  State  College  Eirctension  Service  throiJ^'h  our  local  farm  bureau,  I 
have  alwa;;^s  kept  a  record  of  money  spent  for  food.     It  has  helped  me  to  keep  e:c~ 
penses  dovm  to  ^7ithin  a  certain  amo\int.     Then  if  husband  frovmed  at  a  long  list  of 
groceries  to  be  bought  on  his  trip  to  town,  I  could  say  that  I  ras  not  spending 
too  much, 

A  few  years  ago  my  food  allowance  was  a  dollar  a  day.  That  was  when  son  and 
da-ughter  were  babies.  Later  on,  \7hen  they  were  older  and  food  prices  were  lower, 
I  still  kept  to  the  sarae  siom. 

My  most  worth  vo.ile  experiences  in  food  budgeting  have  taken  place  in  the  past 
eighteen  months,    A  young  man  cane  to  live  with  us  and  help  7/ith  the  farm  work. 
The  first  lialf  year  thcit  he  was  with  us,  the  food  bill  increased  to  $40,00  a  month. 
This  was  v^hen  I  was  busy  berrying,  canning  and  working  in  the  garden.     Then,  our 
income  was  affected  by  a  drop  in  milk  prices  and  I  decided  to  reduce  my  food  al- 
lowance,    I  stopped  b-ajring  ready  cooked  foods  from  the  grocery  and  balcer^'-  trucks 
tnat  stopped  at  t"ne  door.     In  a  short  time  I  was  badLc  to  my  foiner  budget  of  a 
dollar  a  day  for  purc-ia.sed  food. 

One  big  item  was  the  meat  bill  and  I  found  a  way  to  reduce  tliat.     Then  a 
neighbor  butchered  hogs  I  boioght  a  half  of  one  at  7^5  a  poxind.    Later  this  noi;;hbor 
dressed  off  a  cow  and  let  us  have  a  quarter  of  it.     In  exchai'ige,  we  gave  him  pa.rt 
of  a  cow  that  V7e  killed  later  in  the  winter,     I  canned  about  fifty  quarts  of  this 
beef.    Last  raont-i  I  used  some  of  it  in  mince  mea.t,     I  fried  out  some  of  the  suet 
and  clarified  it  to  use  for  shortening.    The  rest  of  the  fat  went  into  soajp  grease. 
Every  winter  I  ;.iahe  xtp  a  year's  sitoply  of  soap  from  waste  fat. 

At  the  Farm  and  Home  Conference  held  at  Greenville,  EZiode  Island,  last  Feb- 
ruary, I  was  on  the  ITutrition  Comniittee.    As  a  res\ilt  of  what  I  learned  at  those 
meetings,  I  cut  mj/  food  bill  still  more.    By  marring  greater  use  of  home  produced 
food  I  fed  my  family  of  five  on  a  cash  outlay  of  $5,00  a  week.     I  began  balding 
bread  and  saved  about  half  on  what  it  cost  to  b-'jjr  it  from  the  bailor.    Part  of  the 
time  I  also  maize  butter  and  cottage  cheese. 

One  rule  that  I  follow  is  that  of  malting  the  m.ost  of  wliat  food  is  on  h-and,

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Yes,  sir,  farra  accoimts  are  helpful.    That  is,  accounts  such  as  farmers 
in  many  states  keep  in  cooperation  with  their  Extension  Services  are  of  value. 
However,  such  accotmts  will  help  you  only  as  you  studj"-  them  and  make  improvements 
in  your  farming  operations  in  accord  v/ith  the  things  pointed  out  hy  the  records» 

For  ilJ.u  strati  on:    One  group  of  about  one  hundred  farmers  in  four  cirn-belt 
co'onties  of  central  Illinois  have  kept  accounts  continuously  since  1925,-  The 
twenty  of  them  who  have  r^ade  the  most  progress  made  their  farms  pay  an  average  of 
about  eleven  hundred  dollars  a  farm  a  year  more  in  1929,  'sO,  and' si,  thrn  the  farms 
would  have  paid  if  the  men  had  continued  to  farm  as  they  did  in  1925,    Their  farms 
are  ordino.ry  corn-belt  farms.    Host  of  them  are  from  one  hundred  sixty  to  three 
hundred  twenty  acres  in  size,  the  average  being  about  two  hundred  forty  acrese 
Many  of  the  improvements  on  their  farms  were  made  as  a  result  of  the  stud;^'-  of  their 
ac  coun  t  s . 

Farm  n.cccunts  and  the  service  that  goes  with  them  will  help  you  in  three 
ways  if  you  use  them.    First,  they  will  provide  you  with  an  annual  finajicif:a  state- 
ment that  will  show  the  investments  invari  )us  parts  of  your  business,  the  receipts 
from  different  sources,  and  the  various  items  of  expense.    Such  annual  financial 
statemxents  aj-e  helpful  in  naMng  credit  statomoits  such  as  are  required  by  most 
banlcs  and  other  loan  agencies*    As  you  keep  accounts  from  year  to  year,  the  annual 
statements  will  enable  you  to  know  what  progress  you  are  malcing.    They  v/ill  be  val- 
uable also  as  you  compare  your  statement  vdth  the  average  of  all  farms  on  ishi  ch 
accounts  are  kept.     This  comparison  with  the  most  profitable  farms  is  especially 
helpful.    These  avera-ge  statements  axe  prepared  by  the  Extension  Services  vdth  which 
you  may  cooperate.    They  will  enable  you  t  o  know  whether  your  investments,  receipts, 
and  expenses  cor:pare  favorably  or  unfavorably  with  those  f-^r  the  more  profitable 
farms  of  your  part  of  your  state. 

Such  farm  accounts  are  helpful  in  a  second  wav  in  providing  a  basis  of 
analyzing  the  farm  business.    They  will  enable  you  to  Icnow  where  your  faJrm  is  doing 
well  and  where  there  are  leaks.    You  may  find  the  cause  of  a  low  net  incomie  at  one 
or  more  of  several  places,  such  as  low  yields  of  crops,  an  unprofitable  rotation, 
low  returns  for  feed  fed  to  one  or  more  classes  of  livestock,  or  lade  of  enough 
livestock  to  utilize  the  rou^age  and  grain  for  which  you  do  not  have  a  good  cash 
market.    The  farm  accounts  may  show  the  source  of  a  low  net  incorxe  to  be  aji  un- 
necessarily hi^i  Cost  for  labor,  or  more  horse  pov/er  or  mechanical  power,  than  you 
need,  or  an  expensive  use  of  machinery  and  equipr.ient,  or  r^i  unprofitable  overhead 
Cxiarge  for  e:cpensive  buildings,  or  the  lacle  of  the  proper  labor,  po  Tk-e  r ,  r.iachi  ne  ry , 
buildings,  or  fences.    The  farm  acoounts  may  show  you  an  opportunity    to  increase 
your  income  by  producing  a  quality  of  product  that  cor.mands  a  better  price  or  by 
tiring  the  production  so  that  produce  will  be  r.iarketed  at  a  time  of  year  when  prices 
are  usually  best. 
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•A.  third  way  in  which,  the  keeping  of  fatr.i  acoDunts  should  pi'ove  of  special 
yalue  is  in  the  opport\mity  -Lit  -will  give  you.  to  lean!  frota^  the  experiences  of,  , 
thos^'  who  'gucce-ed-hest  with  each  part  of  'the  f  arn  ha  sines  s.  -  You  vdll  receive 
this  info rr.iati on  as  you  talce  part  in  tours  to-  some  of  the  nore  profitahle  farns 
and  attend  meetings  of  the  account  keepers.    You  vdll  get  it  also  fron  contact 
Y\dth  the  county  agriculturol  agents  and  .extension  specialists  with  who n  you  coop- 
erate, cjid  fron  experinent  station  end  extension  "bulletins.    In  hrief,  it  will 
help  you  to  learn  rore  rapidly  froi-i  the  exp.oriences  of  other'  goo'd  farniers... 

Just  now,  in  tine  of  .depression,  ■;:farr.i  accounts  are  especially  helpful 
in  shoiTing  ho:W  sone,  axe  reducing  their  cash  expenses. -without  seriously  lowering 
their  cash  receipts.  .      .  ' 

In  conclusion,  I  nay  sux.i  up  the  value  of  accounts  kept  hy  fajners  in  co- 
operative extension  projects  in. three  sentences. 

Parn  accounts  will  provide  you  with  annual  financial  statements  that 
show  how  profita.hle  your  farn  is  as  corpaxed  with  other  farr.is,and  during  other 
years.  ,     ,  ' 

Parr.i  accounts  nake  possihle  a  clear-cut  analysis  of  your  "business  that 
shows  the  location  of  strong  points  on  which  you  nay  huild  a  nore  profita-hle 
"business  aaid  leaks  that  you  my  stop.  •  •  ■' ,^ 

Farn  accounts,  "bring  to  you  the  hest  ' experiences  of  sone  of  the  "best 
farners  in  your  area  in  ways  that  enable  you  to' apply  theril  tci  your  business.
